New priorities for 
boaard. More data 
used to determine 
district needs

A new elementaiy school for 
Edmonton’s southeast and a 
special Grade 5-to-9 school in 
Castle Downs top the Catholic 
school board’s priority list for 
most-needed infrastructure. 

On Tuesday, the Edomon- 
ton Catholic Schools board 
of trustees approved the dis¬ 
trict’s three-year capital plan, 
which featured 28 projects 
needed in the city by 2019. 

The plan, which is usually 
released in April, was released 
in November by administra¬ 
tion to get a jump on any 
potential provincial funding 
announcements, said district 
superintendent Joan Carr. 

In total, seven new schools, 
19 modernizations and two 


partnership projects were list¬ 
ed in order of priority for the 
district — some of which have 
not appeared on previous lists. 

“There was more sophisti¬ 
cated data used, that was not 
available last year in the ru¬ 
bric,” explained board chair 
Debbie Engel. 

Topping the list, the district 
is asking for an elementaiy 
school in the Meadows neigh¬ 
bourhood in southeast Edmon¬ 
ton that can serve 300 when 
opened and be expanded to 
handle 600 students.

The district will also lobby 
the provincial government for 
a Grade 5-to-9 school in Castle 
Downs-Rapperswill to serve 
up to 600 students. 

A new elementaiy in Win¬ 
dermere’s Keswick neighbour¬ 
hood closes out the top-three 
spot on the list. While the 


district is still waiting on land 
from the city for the site, ECS 
is also considering partner¬ 
ship with the Catholic Arch¬ 
diocese of Edmonton and 
Covenant Health for a facility 
to serve up to 900 students in 
the same area. 

The district will also look 
for provincial dollars to mod¬ 
ernize St. Francis Xavier High 
School, St. Francis Assisi Ele- 
mentaiy and St. Alphonsus 
Elementary-Junior High. 

In October, Alberta’s Edu¬ 
cation Minister announced 


four new schools for the 
district after an earlier an¬ 
nouncement last year of three 
new schools. According to ECS 
assistant superintendent Boris 
Radyo, the last years have had 
the most new-school approv¬ 
als in the district’s experience 
since the 1960s.

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Child care. 

Vote saves 
plan for 
modulars 

Child-care spaces for Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic students were 
spared Tuesday, after a motion 
to quash a board decision to 
purchase specialized modulars 
was narrowly voted down. 

Trustee John Acheson asked 
fellow board members to 
rescind an Oct. 14 decision to 
purchase eight childcare mod¬ 
ular classrooms for before and 
after school care, but his move 
was defeated, four to three. 

At a cost of $3.6 million, 
the district plans to fund the 
modulars through the district’s 
capital reserve and by selling 
closed schools and surplus 
school sites. The district also 
plans to charge lease to day¬ 
care operators to recoup some 
of the costs. 

Acheson argued spending 
money on child-care modulars 
is outside of the district’s 
mandate. 

“The trustees have recently 
been provided with a list of 
essential infrastructure repairs 
and maintenance in schools in 
mature neighbourhoods, the 
cost of which is estimated to be 
in the area of $6 million to $8 
million,” said Acheson, adding 
the board doesn’t have the 
cash to cover these costs. 

While the motion to ditch 
the child-care spaces didn’t 
pass, the district will still have 
to wait on provincial approval 
to move forward with the plan. 

The new childcare mod¬ 
ulars will be built for Bishop 
David Module School, Father 
Michael Mireau School, St. 

John XXIII School and the St. 
Brendan Replacement School. 

The board will consider 
daycare buildings for St. Ri¬ 
chard Elementaiy School and 
St. Bonaventure Elementaiy 
School in 2015.

Uber silent on hiring 
of provincial lobbyist 


Ride share. Despite no 
operations in Alberta, 
company says it 
aspires 'to be in every 
city around the world' 


Ride-share app company Uber 
has hired a provincial lob¬ 
byist, but isn’t saying much 
about why they need one. 

New West Public Affairs, a 
registered lobbyist for a var¬ 
iety of companies, officially 
filed to represent the com¬ 
pany in December last year. 

New West’s principals in¬ 


clude former Conservative MP 
Monte Solberg. 

It re-filed in August to 
continue to represent Uber 
and, according to the filing, 
is lobbying the provincial 
municipal affairs department 
regarding the Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Act. 

New West is also seeking to 
influence the provincial trans¬ 
portation department on the 
Traffic Safety Act. 

When asked about its in¬ 
tentions, a company repre¬ 
sentative said veiy little. 

“Uber works with local 
representation in jurisdic¬ 
tions across the world. While 
Uber currently does not oper¬ 
ate in Alberta, we aspire to be 
in eveiy city around the world 
where current transportation 


options fall short of meeting 
demand,” said spokeswoman 
Lauren Altmin in an email. 

Both government depart¬ 
ments said they haven’t met 
with the company. 

Municipal Affairs spokes¬ 
man Matthew Grant said the 
province has little to do with 
regulations on taxi service and 
would expect the company to 
deal with the municipalities it 
works in. 

“We haven’t met with any¬ 
one from Uber and our expect¬ 
ation would be any taxi-type 
service would meet with all 
those requirements,” he said. 

Metro tried to contact New 
West, but did not receive a 
reply.

‘Racism is not dead’ 


Rally. Local protest held 
after grand jury decision 
in U.S. city over killing of 
unarmed black teen by 
white police officer

After watching the grand jury 
decision from Ferguson, Mo., 
Monday night, 16-year-old 
Lola Calic knew she had to do 
something. 


“It was just really, really 
frustrating and angering,” said 
the Edmonton teen after the 
U.S. court decided not to indict 
officer Darren Wilson in the 
death of 18-year-old Michael 
Brown. “I was livid.” 

While a mix of peaceful 
protests and rioting were held 
across the U.S. Monday and 
Tuesday, Calic wanted to bring 
the issue to Edmonton and 
took to Faceboolc to organize 
a rally to protest the decision. 

“It kind of got bigger and 
bigger,” said the teen, who has 
more than 2,000 invited to the 
event. 


Calic said she hopes the 
rally will shine a spotlight on 
racism and bring awareness to 
the issue. 

“Racism is not dead. We 
need to work together to try 
to eliminate it and discrimina¬ 
tion.” 

Protester Melody William¬ 
son echoed the statement at 
the Churchill Square rally 
Tuesday night. 

“The police that do these 
acts get to walk free, and I truly 
believe that if it was a white 
person that they assaulted, the 
pressure to put them behind 
bars would be a lot higher.”

Oliver. Community 
doesn't like renewal 
project as budgeted 


Oliver residents have told 
city councillors that if 
they’re not going to do a re¬ 
newal of Jasper Avenue right, 
they shouldn’t do it at all. 

Several members of the 
community league told 
councillors that a planned 
renewal of the street be¬ 
tween 109 Street and 124 
Street — which is budgeted 
at $18.5 million — shouldn’t 
go ahead unless the roadway 
is redesigned. 

Erin Toop, with the 
league, said the road should 
be changed to make it more 
friendly for cyclists and ped¬ 
estrians and less of a freeway 
through the neighbourhood. 


“If they do repave it and 
replace the sidewalks and 
give us like for like, they 
wouldn’t be making it bet¬ 
ter,” she said. 

Lisa Brown said while 
many people use that stretch 
of Jasper just to get out of 
downtown, to Oliver resi¬ 
dents it’s part of their com¬ 
munity. 

“We don’t consider Jas¬ 
per Avenue an arterial road, 
because it’s the main street 
in our neighbourhood, she 
said. 

Both Brown and Toop 
want the city to do a com¬ 
plete street redesign of the 
road, making space for driv¬ 
ers, pedestrians, transit and 
cyclists. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he believes the community 
was making a reasonable 
point. 

“Let’s do the design right 
and make sure that as we 
are re-doing Jasper Avenue 
in Oliver that we are doing a 
main street urban street de-

The house. Ex-Wildrose 
members avoid old mates 


Progressive Conservative back¬ 
bencher Kerry Towle began the 
first day of her new political life 
Tuesday watching her old boss 
fight for the issues she once 
championed for the Wildrose. 

Towle quit the Wildrose 
along with Ian Donovan on 
Monday, saying internal prob¬ 
lems with the Wildrose and 
the promise of a future under 
Premier Jim Prentice prompted 
the decision. 

Towle sat with a thin smile 
in the back row of the govern¬ 
ment side of the chamber dur¬ 
ing question period, as Wildrose 
Leader Danielle Smith critiqued 
problems with seniors care. 

Smith asked about the lack 
of long-term care beds, the 
lack of baths given to seniors, 
and the controversial rules 
that have forced senior couples 
to live apart in different care 
homes. 

“This government takes 
married seniors in long-term 
care and forces them into sep¬ 
arate nursing homes up to 100 
kilometres away from their 
home,” Smith told the house. 

Seniors Minister Jeff John¬ 


son said “there is progress” on 
bringing seniors together and 
on eliminating the rules that 
keep them apart. 

These were all issues cham¬ 
pioned by Towle as she built 
a reputation over the last two 
years as a strong and fierce de¬ 
fender of seniors’ rights for the 
Wildrose party. 

But in an emotional news 
conference with Prentice, she 
suggested she could no longer 
countenance interference in 
caucus matters. She also said 
her constituents told her to 
look at working with Prentice. 

Towle was veiy close to 
Smith and was one of her key 
lieutenants. On Tuesday she 
said she had not spoken to 
Smith since crossing the floor, 
but hoped to reach out at some 
point. 

“When she’s ready I hope 
so, but I understand that my 
position has hurt her deeply,” 
said Towle. 

Donovan told reporters he 
was comfortable with his deci¬ 
sion to leave and said Smith 
needed to get rid of the advisers

City councillors, reviewing 
a damning audit of the city’s 
road construction depart¬ 
ment, had some pointed ques¬ 
tions and want at least one 
more audit. 

The city auditor released 
a report last week that found 
the city wasn’t following up 
with contractors when their 
work didn’t meet standards, 
and had limited documenta¬ 
tion about why one neigh¬ 
bourhood was picked over an¬ 
other for renewal work. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said he 
believes there is a problem 
with construction quality in

the neighbourhood renewal 
program and asked for a de¬ 
tailed review. 

Nickel said he has heard 
a lot of complaints from resi¬ 
dents who don’t think their 
renewal project was done 
well. 

“I have the neighbourhood 
for them to take a good hard 
look at, just by the sheer vol¬ 
ume of complaints. 

“That’s why I brought this 


forward,” he said. 

Transportation general 
manager Dorian Wandzura 
assured council the depart¬ 
ment was keeping on top of 
contractors. 

“It would be incorrect to 
assume that there has been no 
quality control, but what we 
do know is that we have been 
less than rigid in terms of our 
documentation,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
has often heard complaints 
from residents who ques¬ 
tioned the timeline for neigh¬ 
bourhood renewal. 

“If it’s not being transpar¬ 
ent that just introduces doubt 
in the public,” he said. 

Wandzura said the city 
does have criteria for how 
neighbourhoods are selected, 
but they also have to factor in 
schedules and utility work. 

“The last thing we want 
to do is follow a rigid set of 
rules and have someone come 
along in two years and dig up 
something we just put down.” 


EPSB appoints its first student trustee 


The newest member of Ed¬ 
monton’s public school 
board will be balancing 
books with district priorities. 

Edmonton Christian High 
School’s Johannah Ko was ap¬ 
pointed Tuesday to join the 
city’s public school board 
as the district’s first student 
trustee. 

EPSB is the only board in 
the province to create a spe¬ 
cial student position on the 
board and will run the pro¬ 


ject as a one-year pilot. 

While Ko won’t have the 
ability to vote like other 
board members, she said she 
plans on bringing a unique 
student perspective to the 
board. 

“I think it’s really import¬ 
ant students have their voices 
heard and are represented, 
not just in a school role, but 
in a district role,” said Ko, 
who was chosen by the Stu¬ 
dent Advisory Council. 


“I think what this pos¬ 
ition is about is not who the 
student trustee is, it’s about 
the students who are behind 
the trustee member and the 
students in the schools in Ed¬ 
monton,” she added. 

Trustee chair Sarah Hoff¬ 
man said she’s thrilled to 
have a new member on the 
board and is looking forward 
to the insight Ko can provide. 

“(There is) a commitment 
on behalf of students to re¬ 


mind us every decision we 
make is going to impact stu¬ 
dents every single day, and I 
think that will be even more 
evident through her pres¬ 
ence at the board table,” she 
said. 

Even though the position 
has a one-year timeline, Hoff¬ 
man said the board will be 
eager to hear student feed¬ 
back so trustees can decide to 
make the project permanent.

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Child porn case 


Halifax police 
probing news outlet 
for possible breach 
of publication ban 

Police have launched an 
investigation into a possible 
breach of a publication ban 
after a major news outlet in 
Habfax published the name 
of a teenage girl at the centre 
of a high-profile child pornog¬ 
raphy case. 


Const. Pierre Bourdages 
said Tuesday that they had 
received several reports from 
citizens complaining about 
the use of the girl’s name, 
which is subject to a publica¬ 
tion ban under the Criminal 
Code. 

“There’s an alleged breach 
of the publication ban ... so 
we have an investigation 
ongoing now,” he said. 

The news outlet said 
late Monday that it decided 
to name the girl because it 
believes doing so is in the 


public interest given the 
widespread recognition of 
her name and the good that 
can come from free public de¬ 
bate over sexual consent and 
other elements of her stoiy. 

The girl’s family has been 
steadfast in their opposition 
to the ban, arguing that 
concealing her name ends up 
silencing her and suppressing 
part of her stoiy. 

Her father, who often 
wore T-shirts bearing her 
name in court, said he was 
thrilled to see the outlet use 


his daughter’s name. 

“It’s fantastic,” he said. 
“Her name should be a part 
of the stoiy and she would 
never have wanted to be 
silenced.” 

The news outlet’s decision 
came the same day a second 
young man pleaded guilty 
in the case in youth court. 
The man will be sentenced 
in Januaiy for distributing a 
sexually graphic image of the 
15-year-old girl, who died last 
year after a suicide attempt.

Ghomeshi 
drops $55M 

CBC lawsuit 


Abuse allegations. 

CBC spokesman 
says both sides have 
reached an agreement, 
but Ghomeshi is to 
receive 'nothing' 


Scandal-plagued former radio 
host Jian Ghomeshi has reached 
an agreement with the CBC to 
withdraw his $55-million law¬ 
suit against the public broad¬ 
caster, a CBC spokesman said on 
Tuesday. 

Ghomeshi was fired by the 
CBC last month amid allega¬ 
tions of “abusive behaviour” 
from numerous women — 
claims which he has denied. 

The 47-year-old former 
host of the radio program Q 
launched his lawsuit a day after 
the termination of his employ¬ 
ment, alleging defamation and 
breach of confidence in his 
statement of claim. The CBC 
then argued in court filings 
earlier this month that Ghome- 
shi’s allegations were frivolous 
or vexatious, and urged a court 
to dismiss the suit. 

CBC spokesman Chuck 
Thompson confirmed that law¬ 
yers for both sides have now 
reached an agreement. 

“The suit is being with¬ 
drawn with costs in favour of 
CBC,” he said. “He’s getting 
nothing.” 

Ghomeshi is expected to 


pay $18,000 in legal costs to 
the CBC, Thompson said. The 
agreement still needs to be for¬ 
malized through a court — a 
step Thompson said is expected 
in the near future. 

Ghomeshi had also filed a 
union grievance against the 
CBC alleging dismissal without 
cause, a matter which Thomp¬ 
son said still remains active. 

A lawyer for Ghomeshi 
confirmed that the lawsuit be¬ 
tween his client and the CBC 
“has been resolved.” 

“CBC and Mr Ghomeshi 
will address all issues in the 
lawsuit in binding arbitration 
in accordance with the collect¬ 
ive agreement between them,” 
said Jonathan Lisus. “Counsel 
appointed by the union will 
have carriage of the arbitra¬ 
tion.” 

The CBC has said it decided 
to fire Ghomeshi after seeing 
“graphic evidence” that he had 
physically injured a woman. 

Since his dismissal, nine 
women have come forward 
with allegations, some dating 
back a decade, that Ghomeshi 
sexually or physically assaulted 
them, and police are investigat¬ 
ing complaints by at least three 
of them. 

Ghomeshi faces no charges. 
He admitted in a lengthy Face- 
book post published on Oct. 
26, the day he was fired, that 
he engaged in “rough sex,” but 
insisted his encounters with 
women were consensual.

Meet the family, or perhaps not 


When reporter Jessica Smith Cross [earned Silicon Valley genetics testing service 23andme was offering Canadians a new $199 mail-in test, she was curious: How 
much could she learn from her DNA and how much should she learn? This is the first in a three-part series in which Smith Cross — who took the spit test — 
delves into the implications of increasingly easy testing in the complicated legal and ethical Canadian landscape. 

First up: When it comes to your genes, why would you want to know?

Carolynn Baird had given up 
on ever meeting her birth 
mother. 

Baird, now in her 70s, 
has Parkinson’s disease and 
signed up to the California- 
based genetic testing com¬ 
pany 23andme to learn about 
her genes. She wanted to 
know if she had a genetic 
family history of Parkinson’s, 
or if environmental factors 
were more likely to blame. Be¬ 
ing adopted, she didn’t know. 

But the service didn’t just 
give her access to her familial 
medical histoiy — it gave her 
access to her family: Specific¬ 
ally, her mother. 

23andme offers its $199 
genetic testing kits free to 
Parkinson’s patients in an ef¬ 
fort to aid research into the 
disease. 

When she got the results, 
Baird learned she didn’t have 
the typical genetic variant 
that’s believed to predispose 
people to Parkinson’s. She 
also learned she has a second 
cousin who, like her, had 
signed up to 23andme’s rela¬ 
tive-finding service. 

She contacted the woman. 

“I discovered that she 
knew my birth family. It was 
quite a shock.” 

Baird was adopted at six 
months and grew up in On¬ 
tario’s Niagara Peninsula. She 
said she wanted to know her 
family out of “human curios¬ 
ity” 

Because of 23andme, Baird 
met “about 50” relatives and 
plans to keep in touch. 

“This summer my immedi¬ 
ate family, my kids, my hus¬ 
band and I, we went to one of 
their homes and met all the 
cousins and all the nieces and 
it was an absolutely wonder¬ 
ful experience,” Baird said. “I 
never expected my mother

would still be here. It was 
quite amazing, really.” 

Unlike Baird, when I 
signed up to 23andme, I chose 
not to be notified if I have any 
relatives who use the service. 
I love the family members 
I have and have no desire to 
get in touch with a fourth or 
fifth cousin. But, it hadn’t oc¬ 
curred to me, until I spoke 
with people who are search¬

ing for family, what it might 
mean to find a distant cousin 
and use that connect to sleuth 
out family.

“Since she had never told 
anyone about me, I didn’t 
want to disturb her life at this 
stage. So when I went to see 
her, I just saw her.

What if records are not legally available? 


An alternate 
way to trace 
birth parents 

A mother who gave up her 
child for adoption — or a 
once-anonymous sperm 
donor — can be discovered 
through 23andme if one of 
their blood relatives signs 
up and gets in contact with 
the person seeking the 
identity of their family. But 
that’s not to say the mother 
or father wants to be found. 

The laws surrounding 
the disclosures of birth par¬ 
ents’ identity differs across 
Canada. For example, the 
parents of children born 
in Alberta and adopted 
prior to 2005, can veto the 
disclosure of their identi¬ 
ties to the child. Parents 
in Ontario can veto the 
release of their identities 
if the adoption occurred 
before Sept. 1, 2008. In B.C., 
that veto date is November 
1996. In Nova Scotia, both 
birth parent and adopted 


child must agree to the 
disclosure of the parent’s 
identity. Manitoba’s laws 
are set to change next year 
so that parents and chil¬ 
dren will no longer be able 
to veto the release of their 
information. 

So, children seeking 
their birth parents can, in 
some cases, find out who 
they are through 23andme, 
even if the government 
records wouldn’t legally be 
available in their situation. 

Sometimes, finding out 
family members you didn’t 
know you had isn’t a good 
thing. 

For example, a biology 
teacher wrote an essay on 
Vox.com about how he acci¬ 
dently gave his parents “the 
gift of divorce” when he 
gave them 23andme kits for 
Christmas, and they found 
his father had fathered 
another child. 

“I’m really devastated 
at the outcome,” the man, 
who withheld his name, 
wrote. “I wrestle with these 
emotions. I love my family. 
This is nothing I ever would 
have wished.” 


and speak to her,” Baird said. 

In Surrey, B.C., resident 
Paul Dodds is urging Can¬ 
adians, especially those who 
had relatives in the militaiy, 
to take DNA tests so “war 
babies” like him who are the 
children of North American 
men who served overseas, 
have a chance to find their 
relatives. 

Dodds grew up thinking 
his mother’s husband, Len 
Dodds, was his father. 

When he was 50, Len 
passed away from a rare can¬ 
cer. He called a relative to find 
out more about Len’s medical 


histoiy and that’s when an 
uncle told him the truth. 

“My mother had been de¬ 
liberately lying to me,” Dodds 
said. “She was hiding some¬ 
thing and I had to find out.” 

Dodds was bom in Wales, 
just after the Second World 
War. 

Dodds tried 23andme and 
found a first cousin, who led 
him to his half sister, who 
lives in New Jersey. He learned 
his biological father, Leon Ros- 
sien, was in Dodds’ mother’s 
area around Victoiy in Europe 
Day, May 8,1945, when Dodds 
was conceived.

More than a dozen busi¬ 
nesses were badly damaged or 
destroyed.

There were 
21 arrests in St. Louis, where 
protesters broke some store 
windows along South Grand 


Avenue, St. Louis Mayor Francis 
Slay said. 

At least 18 people were in¬

Watchdog in favour 
of ride-share apps 


Competition Bureau. 

After several cities took 
action against Uber, 
the federal regulator 
suggests loosening the 
rules may be the answer 


The Competition Bureau says 
municipalities should consider 
whether moves to ban digital 
dispatch services and ride-shar¬ 
ing applications are necessaiy. 

In a commentary published 
on its website, the federal regu¬ 
lator said Tuesday that muni¬ 
cipalities should look to see 
if less-restrictive regulations 
could address their concerns. 

“The Competition Bureau is 
of the view that these innova¬ 
tive business models have the 
potential to offer important 
benefits to consumers through 
more competition, including 
lower prices, greater conven¬ 
ience and better service quality 
for a variety of reasons,” the 
regulator said. 

The comments follow a 
move by Toronto council last 
week to seek a court injunction 
to force Uber Canada Inc. to 
stop operations in the city. 

The Competition Bureau 
said municipalities have raised 
concerns that digital dispatch 
services may not comply with

Uber, which operates around 
the world, has faced criticism 
and bitter opposition from 
established players to its 
operations. 


• The company, in turn, has 
accused the taxi compan¬ 
ies of trying to stifle 
competition and said ride¬ 
sharing brings costs down 
for users and creates jobs. 


• In seeking its injunction, 
Toronto accused Uber of 
carrying on the business 
of a taxicab broker or lim¬ 
ousine service company 
because it is accepting 
and processing requests 
for taxicab or limousine 
services from passengers, 
but it has not applied for 
or received a licence.

‘HANDS UP, PONT SHOOT’ RESONATES HERE 

In the aftermath of the grand jury’s dedsion not to indict Officer Darren Wilson in the shooting death of Michael Brown, emotions are running high and many guestions remain. 
Jen Tapiin spoke with author, activist, spoken-word artist, professor and Halifax Regional Munidpaiity's poet laureate El Jones on why Canada needs to pay attention

What was your reaction when 
you heard Darren Wilson 
would not be indicted? 

What’s the saying? ‘Shocked, 
but not surprised.’ 

To indict the officer is to in¬ 
dict the system and they can’t 
indict the system without then 
reforming it, so I didn’t expect 
anything to happen there. 

What do you think about the 
reaction across the United 
States? You’ve seen photos of 
them being treated Like it’s a 
hostile militaiy country impos¬ 
ing no-fly zones. 

So that’s veiy disturbing, 
that people who are citizens 
of the countiy being treated 
like the enemy, with the same 
tactics they’re using in Iraq or 
Afghanistan as invaders, and 
occupation is being directed at 
its own citizens. 

From the beginning, there’s 
been a consistent police re¬ 
sponse, which has been about 
repression rather than recog¬ 
nizing the right of the people 
to be in their own streets in 
their own countiy. We tend to 
get this media response that 
it’s looting, it’s rioting. (But) 
it’s revolution. 

The people are recognizing 
the solutions are not going to 
fie inside the political system, 
the justice system. It’s going to 



have to be from people mak¬ 
ing their own response and 
that’s what we’ve seen on the 
streets of Ferguson. 

People want to characterize 
that as violence as that delegit- 
imizes the protest... I know 
people get frightened when 


something revolutionaiy hap¬ 
pens, but I think it’s positive 
because what we’ve seen is the 
ordinaiy people organizing... 

What about the reaction 
in Canada? There’s been a 
lot more awareness of racial 


profiling and police brutal¬ 
ity in general... We had the 
Moncton shootings and we’re 
always coming through this 
lens in Canada, especially with 
Ottawa, of violence against 
police versus police violence. 

There’s that question of is 


it disrespectful to talk about 
the police when we’ve had 
Moncton? When we held 
the Ferguson Rally in Halifax 
people said, ‘There aren’t 
shootings here, so why are you 
holding a rally?’ 

And we said, ‘Well, that’s

why. We want to get people 
organized to work in our com¬ 
munities before there’s a crisis 
point, because once you’re in 
crisis, there’s no justice and 
there’s nothing that can hap¬ 
pen.

As African people, we have 
the right to engage our police 
departments, we should have

community is in relation to 
us and we have whatever 
relationships we need to have 
in the police department. 


Grand juries 


The difference 
between US. 
and Canada

When a grand juiy looked at 
the shooting death of Michael 
Brown, it was not assessing the 
guilt or innocence of Officer 
Darren Wilson, but rather if the 
prosecution could lay a charge 
against him and what that 
charge should be. 


In the U.S., grand juiy 
deliberations are controlled 
by the prosecution and done 
in secret. The prosecution 
presents evidence and explains 
the law to the juiy and how 
it applies to the particular 
case. The defence does not 
participate in a grand juiy 
and thus, there is no cross- 
examination of witnesses. The 
findings of a grand juiy do 
not have to be unanimous; in 
Missouri, nine out of 12 jurors 
must support indictment for 
a charge to be laid. Prosecutor 
Robert McCulloch did not have 
to go the grand juiy route. He 
could have laid charges and 
proceeded to a preliminaiy 


hearing, a process also used in 
Canada for serious offences. 
Unlike a grand juiy, a prelimin¬ 
aiy hearing takes place in an 
open court, is supervised by a 
judge, and allows for the cross- 
examination of witnesses by the 
defence. 

Canada does not use a grand 
juiy process. Instead, in most 
Canadian provinces the police 
have the power to lay charges 
in criminal matters (with the 
exception of B.C. and Quebec). 
Once charges have been laid, it 
is up to the Crown prosecutor 
to decide which charges will be 
pursued in court. The Crown 
must decide based on the 
evidence if the prosecution is in 


the public interest and if there 
is a likelihood of conviction. 
Had this incident taken place 
in Ontario, the Special Investi¬ 
gations Unit (an independent 
civilian agency), would investi¬ 
gate and determine if criminal 
charges should be laid, as was 
the case most recently in 
the police shooting death of 
Sammy Yatim in Toronto, who, 
in an incident caught on tape, 
was shot eight times by police 
on a streetcar. The officer in 
the Yatim case, James Forcillo, 
was charged with second- 
degree murder by the SIU and 
is currently awaiting trial. 

It is difficult to know 
whether the outcome would 


be different had the Ferguson 
case taken place in Canada. 
Arguably, in an Ontario 
scenario, the process would 
have been less controlled by 
the prosecution, there would 
have been a SIU investigation, 
the evidence presented would 
be subject to more restrictions 
and cross-examination by the 
defence. Finally, the decision 
to prosecute would not be left 
to a secret decision made by 
12 anonymous individuals.

In Horrible Bosses 2, Jennifer

No matter where you work, 
you’ve probably found that 
it can sometimes be hard to 
concentrate. 

Maybe it’s because a con¬ 
stant influx of emails keeps 
interrupting your workflow 
or because your office is open- 
concept and you can’t close 
your door on the sound of 
your co-workers chatting, 
humming or talking on the 
phone. As the holidays draw 
closer, you may find it even 
harder to concentrate, par¬ 
ticularly if those around you 
are more interested in talking 
about social engagements and 


exchanging cards. Whatever 
the case, here are a few things 
you can do to make it easier 
to concentrate: 

Get comfortable 

It’s hard to concentrate if 
you’re not comfortable in 
your workspace. 

If you work at a desk, ad¬ 
just your seat so you’re sitting 
with a straight back and your 
feet firmly on the floor. Next, 
adjust your monitor to make 
sure that your screen is at eye 
level and your hands are rest¬ 
ing on your keyboard with 
your elbows bent at approxi¬ 
mately a 90-degree angle.

used to keeping your phone 
near you, but it can have a 
huge impact on your pro¬ 
ductivity. Your phone can be 
really distracting if it’s con¬ 
stantly alerting you of incom¬ 
ing messages. Put it on silent 
and move it out of sight, at 
least while you’re working on 
anything that requires a high 
level of concentration. 

Tidy up 

Take a bit of time to straighten 
up your desk before settling 
in to work on a project so that 
your mind doesn’t wander 
to the teetering piles of pa¬ 
pers and dirty dishes stacked 
around you. Try to get into 
the habit of setting aside five 
to 10 minutes at the start or 
end of eveiy workday to tidy 
up your workspace. In addi¬ 
tion to improving your focus,

Set a schedule

Assemble eveiy- 
thing you know you’ll need 
so that you’re not scrambling 
to find important notes and 
documents while you’re in 
the middle of working, since 
that can disrupt your work- 
flow. 

Silence notifications 

Set your email, social media 


and other notifications to si¬ 
lent while you’re working if 
you find yourself losing focus 
eveiy time you get a new alert. 
If you get a lot of emails over 
the course of your day, you 
may want to close your email 
program for an hour or two 
so you can concentrate on the 
task at hand. 

Switch it up 

If you hit a wall at work, 


try switching tasks or try 
changing your approach to 
what you’re working on. For 
example, you could consult a 
co-worker if you’re stuck on 
something or brainstorm to 
see if you can take a different 
angle to solving a problem. 

If your boss is OK with it, 
you can also tiy temporarily 
changing your work hours. 
Coming in early or staying late 
may give you an opportunity 
to take advantage of quieter 
times at the office, helping 
you to get down to business 
without others around to dis¬ 
tract you. 

Use headphones 

Headphones can be a lifesaver 
at work. If you find yourself 
getting distracted by your col¬ 
leagues or other sources of 
noise that are outside your 
control, you might want to in¬ 
vest in a pair of noise-cancel- 
ling headphones to block out 
whatever is bothering you. 
Otherwise, you can simply use 
your headphones to listen to 
soothing music. Something 
without lyrics is most likely to 
help you focus, so look for an 
instrumental playlist online 
that you can work well to.

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Aguero shows Bayern the City 


Thrilling match. With 
a hat trick, Argentine 
striker saves Man 
City's chances in the

Sergio Aguero scored a hat 
trick, including two late goals, 
to inspire Manchester City to 
a 3-2 win over 10-man Bayern 
Munich in the Champions 
League on Tuesday, reviving the 
English champions’ chances of 
reaching the knockout stage. 

Aguero, who put City ahead 
with a 21st-minute penalty that

“I am sure that 
this kind of victoiy gives a lot of 
trust to the whole squad.” 

Bayern fielded a 
weakened /| team with 
progress IfjL assured and 



coming from behind to lead 
at Etihad Stadium, with Xabi 
Alonso and Robert Lewandow- 
ski scoring in the final five min¬ 
utes of the first half. 

Somehow, despite picking 
up just two points from its 
first four group matches, City 
can still qualify for the last 16. 
Its chances would have been 
very slim without Aguero’s late 
intervention at the same end 
of Etihad Stadium where the 
Argentina striker won the Pre¬ 
mier League title for City with 
an injuiy-time goal on the last 
day of the 2011-12 season.

Review. Hyundai’s 
second-generation 
Genesis now handles 
better and looks even 
better inside and out

This second-generation Hyun¬ 
dai Genesis is not a revelation. 
It is a competent and attractive 
luxuiy sedan, but we are not 
surprised. Hyundai has a long 
and successful track record of 
striding into new territories, 
making each successive model 
better, and repeating the exer¬ 
cise at a brisk pace. 

The first Genesis, which 
debuted in 2008, was a solid 
crack at the luxuiy market. But 
there was room for improve¬ 
ment, particularly with the ride 
and handling. Hyundai called 
in the engineering troops from 
Lotus to sort out the dynam¬ 
ics, and it really paid off. Some 
rivals, such as the Cadillac CTS 
and the Audi A6, are sportier, 
but this Genesis is one sweet 
ride, with an enviable blend of 
comfort and swerve-ability. 

The handling is helped by 
an all-new, sophisticated AWD 


system, which moves torque 
around to exploit the progres¬ 
sive characteristics of the rear- 
wheel-drive platform. (Steering 
feel, however, is a little numb.) 

The V6 and V8 engine op¬ 
tions are carried over from the 
first Genesis, as is the eight- 
speed automatic transmission, 
which shifts beautifully. 

Although a 5.0-litre V8 is 
available, our tester had the 
base 311-hp 3.8-litre V8, which 
pretty much overpowers any 
of the other base engines in 
this class, many of which have 


settled on 2.0-L turbos. 

Styling is subjective, but to 
these eyes, the exterior look 
is another area where Genesis 
excels — an intriguing blend of 
aggression and elegance. Inside 
is equally appealing, with lots 
of wood grain and leather. 

The rear seating area is com¬ 
modious, and underscores the 
fact that Genesis is bigger than 
most of its rivals. 

As with any luxuiy car to¬ 
day, Genesis boasts a long list of 
comfort, convenience and safe¬ 
ty features. Highlights include a 


12-way driver’s seat, lane-keep¬ 
ing assist, an available 900-watt 
stereo with 17 speakers and 
Logic 7 surround sound, and 
the industiy’s first C02-sensing 
control system, which brings 
fresh air into the cabin when 
C02 levels get too high. 

In fact, the only checklist 
boxes Genesis doesn’t tick are 
“luxuiy brand cache” and “lux¬ 
ury dealership experience.” 

If you can live without 
those, you’ll save a lot of money 
by choosing Genesis as your 
next luxuiy ride.

There’s a lot more than gas in that pump 



Driving Force. All 

oil companies add 
a secretive blend of 
stabilizers, detergents 
and friction modifiers

When you fill your tank with 
gasoline, what are you get¬ 
ting, exactly? It’s refined pet¬ 
roleum, of course, but there 
are also several additives and 
detergents in the mix. 

“Gasoline is made up of 
molecules, and when you re¬ 
fine it, you take the different 
streams (of refined fuel) and 
blend them,” says Michael 
Howe, senior fuel scientist for 
Shell Global Solutions. “It has 
to meet a specification set by 
American Standard Testing 
and Materials, so when you 
buy something, you know 
what you’re getting.” 

Additives primarily stabil¬ 
ize the gasoline, Howe says, 
so its components don’t re¬ 
act with one another and 


form deposits or gums that 
can possibly foul the engine. 
Other additives can include 
friction modifiers, which 
make it easier for the pistons 
to slide in their cylinders. 

Additive blends also in¬ 
clude detergents, which are 
similar to soap. When en¬ 


gines burn gasoline vapour, it 
creates carbon, which sticks 
to the valves. Known as en¬ 
gine gunk, these deposits can 
reduce the engine’s efficiency 
if they build up too much. 

“The detergents are like 
a soap molecule, with a long 
tail and a small, reactive, 


polar head,” Howe says. “The 
long tail keeps it soluble, but 
when it comes across the de¬ 
posits, the polar head gets 
stuck on the deposit and the 
interaction pulls off chunks 
of it. Then they’re carried 
into the combustion chamber 
where they’re burned. 


“This continues until the 
deposits are gone off the 
valve. It’s essentially doing 
the same thing as soap when 
it interacts with greasy soil, 
but it’s not water-soluble, it’s 
gasoline-soluble.” 

As the name implies, addi¬ 
tives are put into the gaso¬ 
line, blended together into 
what’s called an additive 
package. After the fuel is re¬ 
fined, the refineiy pumps it 
into a pipeline, where it goes 
to a distribution centre and 
is stored in tanks. When it’s 
time to deliver it to gas sta¬ 
tions, the fuel is pumped out 
of the tank and into a truck, 
and, at this point, the addi¬ 
tive package is added to the 
fuel. 

Although all companies 
use additives, the compon¬ 
ents in each package are pro- 
prietaiy, and their ingredi¬ 
ents are a closely guarded 
secret. 

“Refining fuel is a stan¬ 
dard, specific action, but 
it’s never exactly the same,” 
Howe says. “You have to put 
in additives to correct it, or 
keep instabilities from hap¬ 
pening.” 


Fast facts 


• Gasoline contains 
octane, which con¬ 
trols how easily it will 
combust, but it isn’t 
an additive. Instead, 
the level of octane is 
set during the refining 
process. 


• Diesel fuel also 
contains additives. 
Sometimes diesel is 
also dyed red, indicat¬ 
ing that it's for farm 
machinery, and that its 
price doesn’t include 
road taxes. However, 
it's illegal to use 
dyed diesel in regu¬ 
lar vehicles, and the 
colour lets authorities 
know if it's being used 
improperly. 


• Since additives do vary, 

try another brand of 
gasoline if you’re not 
seeing the engine 
performance or mileage 
you think you should 
be getting.

SUV’s paint captures power from the sun and the wind 



At the opening of its Mercedes-Benz Product Engineering Center in Beijing, China, the 
luxury automaker unveiled a concept car powered not just by hydrogen, but by its own 
paint. The Vision G-Code SUV (named with the Chinese market in mind) sports “multi- 
voltaic” paint that harvests solar and wind energy. Mercedes said the paint acts like a 
giant solar cell “with excellent efficiency,” and can be charged electrostatically by the 
relative wind caused by driving, or by the natural wind when the vehicle is stationary. 
The G-Code also features “power on the move” suspension, which recovers energy from 
the motion of the suspension 
to generate electricity.

Seaweed biofuel saves farms for food 

Seaweed—kelp, in particular—shows promising 
signs of becoming a biofuel feedstock, thanks to a 
newly designed hydrothermal process that greatly 
increases the amount of bio-oil that can be extracted 
from it. As a fuel source that doesn’t take up farmland 
or use water that would otherwise be used to grow 
crops, kelp also grows extremely quickly. Researchers 
at the Norwegian University of Science and Technology 
said their variation on a process known as 
hydrothermal liquefaction—rapidly heating a sluny 
of kelp and water, then holding it briefly at a high 
temperature (585 Celsius) — results in 79 per cent of 
the biomass being converted to bio-oil. Previous efforts 
resulted in just a 19 per cent conversion rate.

L. A. auto show. Drives like a BMW but runs on electric 
power: Compact i3 is named Green Car of the Year 


BMW’s first-ever plug-in elec¬ 
tric vehicle was named Green 
Car of the Year during a cere¬ 
mony at LA. auto show. 

The i3 was the only electric 
car among the five finalists 
in contention for the award, 
which recognizes environment¬ 
al leadership in the automotive 
field and is presented each year 
by Green Car Journal. 

The other finalists were the 
Chevrolet Impala Bi-Fuel, the 
Audi A3 TDI, the Honda Fit and 
the Volkswagen Golf. 

The i3 has a 170-hp electric 
motor and a range of 160 km. 
But what makes the car stand 
out against other plug-in elec¬ 
trics are its handling and per¬ 
formance characteristics. It can 
hit 100 km/h in 7.2 seconds and 
offers the same driving dynam¬ 
ics as BMW’s gas-powered cars. 

However, what tipped the 
scales in BMW’s favour for the 
award was its zero emissions 
and the high percentage of 
sustainably produced materials 
used in the car’s construction. 

The i3 starts at $44,950 
in Canada and qualifies for a 
green-car rebate of up to $8,500 
in some provinces, afp

Since its redesign for model year 
2011, the Chiysler 200 gained 
more comfort, better handling, 
more features, a more upscale 
interior and more power — all 
while maintaining a high-value 
approach to delivering a four- 
door family sedan. 

Note that the mechanically- 
similar 200 Convertible was also 
available, but we’ll cover that in 
another column. 

Appealing largely on equip¬ 
ment and performance levels 
relative to its price, the re¬ 
designed 200 sold from 2011 to 
2014, and has been replaced by 
an all-new 2015 model. 

Look for such upscale fea¬ 
tures as automatic climate 
control, Bluetooth, motorized 
heated leather seats, a touch¬ 
screen navigation system, LED 
cabin lighting, an optional Bos¬ 
ton Acoustics stereo system, 
USB connectivity and hard-drive 
audio storage for ripping your 
music collection into the stereo. 


Common Issues 


Be sure the 200 you’re con¬ 
sidering shifts smoothly and 
consistently, and have it investi¬ 
gated by a mechanic if it doesn’t. 


Gear shifts may be quick or 
even abrupt — although if they 
occur with a bang, or any un¬ 
welcome sound effects, there 
could be trouble brewing. 

Confirm proper operation of 
all on-board electronics, paying 
close attention to the Bluetooth 
connectivity, the steering-wheel- 
mounted audio controls and the 
instrument cluster illumination. 

Next, check out the climate 
control system. Be sure the air 
conditioner works, and then 
check to make sure you get heat 
out of the vents on both sides of 
the cabin when called upon. 

There’s some discussion 
about clogged or leaky heater 
cores being a potential issue, 
which could negatively affect 
the 200’s ability to deliver heat 
in colder months. 

Other signs of trouble may 
include low coolant levels, 
or the sweet, sugaiy, slightly 
burned smell of engine coolant 
inside the car. 

If you hear a popping or 
thumping sound from up front 
while turning the wheel at low 
speeds, or while stopped, fur¬ 
ther investigation is required, as 
the tie rods or strut mounts may 
need replacing. 

Finally, note that a small por¬ 
tion of early 3.6-litre engines 
were replaced under warranty 
due to bad cylinder heads. The 
issue was rare and seems to af¬ 
fect only 2011 and some 2012 
models, before the cylinder 
head was redesigned to fix the 
issue. Best defense against this 
noteworthy issue is to stick to a 
unit with plenty of powertrain 
warranty remaining.

All 
common issues should be 
easy for test-drivers or their 
mechanics to identify.
